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BUILDING  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT 

It  is  apparent  that  1 984  was  less  hectic  than  1 983  in  terms 
of  quantity  of  buildings,  but  a  good  deal  of  what  went  on 
exerted  more  demands  on  the  "staff".  The  logical  approach 
that  can  be  made  in  new  commercial  construction  becomes 
more  complex  in  rehabilitation.  The  Beane  Farm,  for  example, 
was  very  time  consuming  for  both  myself  and  the  Fire  Chief. 

Total  permits,  value  of  construction  and  permit  fees  were 
just  about  one  half  of  the  previous  year 

One  change,  which  will  probably  multiply  in  the  future, 
was  a  number  of  dwelling  units.  Six  houses  may  not  seem  like 
much  to  some  of  our  neighboring  towns,  but  it  exceeds  the 
total  number  in  the  other  years  that  I  have  been  involved.  In 
addition,  in  the  first  "major  subdivision"  in  the  residential 
district,  there  are  still  eleven  available  lots.  Sooner  or  later 
these  will  have  residences  built  on  them. 

In  addition,  we  see  changes  and  some  additions  in  our 
Industrial  and  Waterfront  districts  beyond  what  we  have  been 
accustomed  to.

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AUDITOR'S  REPORT 


I  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  of  the 
Town  of  Newington,  New  Hampshire  and  its  combining  and 
individual  fund  financial  statements  as  of  and  for  the  year 
ended  December  31 , 1 983.  As  a  part  of  my  examination  I  made 
a  study  and  evaluation  of  the  Towns'  system  of  internal 
accounting  control  to  the  extent  I  considered  necessary  to 
evaluate  the  system  as  required  by  generally  accepted  audit- 
ing standards.  Under  these  standards  the  purpose  of  such 
evaluation  is  to  establish  a  basis  of  reliance  on  the  system  of 
internal  accounting  control  in  determining  the  nature,  timing 
and  extent  of  other  auditing  procedures  that  are  necessary  for 
expressing  an  opinion  on  the  financial  statements. 

My  study  and  evaluation  of  the  system  of  internal 
accounting  control  was  made  for  the  purpose  set  forth  in  the 
paragraph  above  and  accordingly  would  not  necessarily  dis- 
close all  weaknesses  in  the  system  because  it  was  based  upon 
selective  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  related  data.  As  a 
result  of  this  study  and  evaluation  i  have  noted  no  particular 
areas  where  improvements  can  be  made  to  strengthen  the 
system  of  internal  accounting  control. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  thank  the  Town  Officials,  especially 
Mr  Norman  Myers  and  Mrs.  Pat  Main  for  the  co-operation  and 
courtesy  show  my  staff  during  the  course  of  the  engagement.

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NEWINGTON  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 

While  the  society  is  not  an  official  body  of  the  Town,  some 
of  our  proceedings  may  be  of  general  interest  as  we  do  ask  for 
public  funding  of  Old  Home  Day,  cleanup  of  Old  Parsonage 
and  this  year  only,  final  funding  ($1 5,000)  for  the  publication  of 
the  Town  History,  substantial  recovery  of  that  amount  will  be 
realized  through  sale  of  the  book  over  the  years.  Several 
hundred  pages  of  the  history  have  been  transcribed  and  Part 
One  is  being  edited  by  the  Phoenix  Publishing  Company, 
specialists  in  Town  Histories:  Publication  Date,  hopefully  next 
October  or  November. 

Thanks  to  the  recruiting  efforts  of  Marjorie  Pickering  at 
last  year's  Town  Meeting  our  membership  increased  from 
about  ten  to  about  forty  nine.  We  have  had  two  meetings  of  the 
Society  and  monthly  meetings  of  the  Book  Committee. 

One  of  our  projects,  an  attempt  to  locate  buried  grave 
stones  in  the  town  cemetery,  was  a  dismal  failure.  Several  of  us 
gathered  on  a  pleasant  summer  morning,  armed  with  shovels, 
brooms  and  scrapers  in  the  best  traditions  of  the  geological 
"dig"  and  all  to  no  avail;  nary  a  stone,  not  even  a  bone. 

Old  Home  Day  was  the  usual  success  with  about  five 
hundred  in  attendance.  One  of  the  highlights  was  Barbara 
Myers'  exhibit  of  period  bridal  gowns.  Other  meetings  were 
help  in  April  with  a  talk  and  slide  show  of  the  Piscataqua 
Gundalow  and  in  May  when  the  subject  was  location  and 
preservation  of  Old  Grave  Stones.  One  of  the  goals  of  the 
Society  is  the  location  and  photographing  of  the  various  pri- 
vate cemetery  lots  in  town.

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TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Our  first  forest  fire  prevention  law  was  enacted  by  our 
State  Legislature  90  years  ago.  This  early  law  set  in  place  a 
cooperative  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  effort 
between  city  and  town  governments  and  State  government.  It 
simply  stated  that  no  open  fire  could  be  kindled,  when  the 
ground  is  free  of  snow,  without  the  written  permission  of  the 
town/city  Forest  Fire  Warden.  This  law  also  stated  that  anyone 
kindling  a  fire  without  written  permission  shall  be  liable  for  the 
damage  caused  and  subject  to  a  $1,000  fine. 

During  the  past  QOyears,  this  law  has  worked  so  well  that 
it  has  remained  unchanged.  All  open  fires  when  the  ground  is 
not  covered  with  snow  must  be  authorized  by  the  local  Forest 
Fire  Warden.  Persons  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit  when 
one  is  required  are  liable  for  damages  caused,  fire  suppres- 
sion costs  and  subject  to  a  $1,000  fine. 

This  cooperative  fire  prevention  law  has  contributed  sig- 
nificantly to  our  nationally  recognized  annual  fire  loss  record.

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NEWINGTON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

During  1984,  the  Police  Department  recorded  126,939 
miles  and  received  5,211  complaints  or  calls  for  assistance. 
Investigations  by  the  department's  officers  included  378  crim- 
inal offenses,  13  missing  persons,  and  21  animal  complaints. 
There  were  169  criminal  arrests  made  during  1985. 

In  the  area  of  highway  safety,  efforts  of  our  officers 
resulted  in  31  motor  vehicle  arrests,  788  summonses,  1,056 
motor  vehicle  warnings,  and  33  defective  equipment  tags. 
Officers  assisted  1,016  motorists  while  on  routine  patrol  and 
rendered  assistance  to  other  law  enforcement  agencies  on 
685  occasions.  During  1984,  there  were  no  fatal  accidents; 
however,  285  property  damage  accidents  and  31  personal 
injury  accidents  were  reported. 

Police  activities  resulted  in  957  cases  being  prepared  for 
the  Portsmouth  District  Court. 

The  department's  prevention  and  service  program  re- 
sulted in  373  doors  and  windows  being  found  unsecured.  The 
department  made  1,074  residence  checks,  conducted  108 
escorts,  investigated  352  burglar  alarms,  responded  to  80  fire 
alarms,  and  assisted  in  1 14  ambulance  calls. 

During  1984, 15  motor  vehicles  were  reported  stolen  from 
Newingtonand  lOwere  recovered.  Additional  property  valued 
at  $66,007  was  reported  stolen  from  Newington,  while  reco- 
vered property  totaled  $14,088. 

As  expected,  the  major  source  of  our  activity  continues  to 
be  associated  with  the  two  shopping  malls.  The  completion  of 
work  on  the  highways  has  improved  the  flow  of  traffic,  but  has 
also  resulted  in  a  corresponding  influx  of  shoppers,  em- 
ployees, and  transient  traffic  on  our  roadways.  We  have  expe- 
rienced an  increase  of  more  than  50  percent  in  the  number  of 
accidents  reported  during  1984. 

We  have  continued  to  emphasize  our  follow-up  investiga- 
tions of  criminal  cases,  which  rose  another  6  percent  in  1984. 
Our  two  investigators,  assisted  by  the  patrol  officers,  were 
able  to  clear  45  percent  of  all  cases.  1984  saw  the  successful 
completion  of  a  complex  and  bizarre  arson  investigation 
involving  the  Robert  Young  property  which  required  literally 
hundreds  of  man  hours  to  complete. 
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The  shear  volume  of  activity  has  created  a  severe  backlog 
for  the  department.  Our  very  competent  secretary  is  not  able 
to  process  the  thousands  of  reports  that  are  generated  each 
year  by  our  officers.  To  assist  her,  we  have  requested  the 
addition  of  a  part  time  clerk  for  this  year  and  the  installation  of 
a  computer  with  word  processing  capabilities.  Not  only  will 
the  computer  assist  in  the  preparation  of  clerically  generated 
reports,  but  it  will  also  more  systematically  organize  the 
department's  files,  allow  more  rapid  access  to  filed  informa- 
tion, and  generate  monthly  reports  which  now  require  three 
and  four  days  of  manual  preparation  each  month.  Over  a  very 
short  period  of  time,  these  two  proposed  additions  to  the 
department  should  more  than  pay  for  themselves. 

As  a  final  note,  we  are  continuing  to  investigate  all  reason- 
able solutions  to  our  existing  overcrowded  working  area.  The 
architectural  study  was  completed  in  1984  and  a  study  com- 
mittee has  been  appointed  to  consider  the  options  available. 
Although  there. is  a  great  deal  of  work  yet  to  be  done,  we  are 
confident  that  the  end  results  will  be  an  efficient  and  econom- 
ical facility. 

Once  again,  we  appreciate  your  support  and  encourage 
you  to  become  involved  in  sound,  proven  crime  prevention 
procedures.  Through  your  continued  participation,  we  will  be 
more  able  to  maintain  the  low  crime  incident  rate,  particularly 
in  the  residential  areas  of  the  town.

In  1984  the  Recreation  Committee  continued  to  show  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  leisure  time  offerings.  Recreational 
swim  passes  purchased  in  this  year  by  seniors  and  adults  has 
shown  that  swimming  has  become  a  more  popular  form  of 
exercise  for  our  adult  population.  Increased  use  of  the  town 
van  by  departments  in  addition  to  Recreation  has  proven  that 
its  purchase  has  been  worthwhile.  Activities  sponsored  by 
Seacoast  Recreation  and  Parks  Society  has  let  Newington 
Recreation  participate  in  a  number  of  events  which  small 
departments  are  unable  to  run  alone.  Our  membership  in  the 
New  Hampshire  Recreation  and  Park  Society  has  continued 
to  make  available  to  us  various  workshops,  conferences, 
publications  and  state  services.  Special  events,  classes,  trips, 
theater,  summer  recreation  activities,  seniors  trips,  parties  and 
dances  have  taken  place  in  1984and  are  continuing  evidence 
that  the  Recreation  Committee  tries  to  plan  something  for 
everyone  to  allow  you  to  use  your  leisure  time  wisely  and 
enjoyably. 

The  Recreation  Committee  meets  monthly  and  will  parti- 
cipate in  the  revision  of  the  town's  Master  Plan  to  evaluate  our 
recreational  facilities  and  project  future  use/needs/ 
changes.  Residents  are  reminded  by  the  Committee  that  the 
town's  unique  recreational  area,  Fox  Point,  is  for  use  by  all 
townspeople.  It  provides  an  excellent  opportunity  for  hiking, 
birdwatching,  beachcombing,  cross-country  skiing,  picnic- 
ing,  boating,  bicycling  and  just  enjoying  the  Piscataqua  River 
and  Little  Bay.

MOSQUITO  CONTROL  -  1984 

There  is  a  new  wave  in  mosquito  control  worldwide. 
Efforts  are  centering  on  the  use  of  biological  agents  for 
controlling  mosquito  immatures  found  in  stagnant  waters. 
During  the  1984  season,  various  new  biological  insecticides 
were  used  with  great  results.  A  bacterial  disease  insecticide 
which  isspecificto  mosquito  immatures  was  used  in  roadside 
and  forest  pools.  It  controlled  the  mosquitos  without  damag- 
ing other  animal  life,  including  other  insects. 
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Many  new  breeding  areas  were  discovered  in  1984.  Speci- 
mens were  collected  and  identified  and  control  measures 
were  completed.  The  tremendous  amount  of  rain  during  the 
spring  resulted  in  a  "banner  year"  for  mosquito  breeding.  With 
hard  work  and  patience,  the  mosquito  crew  was  able  to 
control  all  the  major  breeding  areas,  including  the  large  salt 
marsh  breeding  sites.

The  Director,  Linda  Wilson,  has  been  sent  a  copy  of  the 
petition  and  we  hope  for  action  on  it  this  year 

The  ohginal  topography  of  Carter's  Rocks  may  be  re- 
stored this  year  with  the  help  of  several  "old  timers"  who 
remember  how  it  used  to  be.  It  is  mentioned  in  Landmarks  in 
Ancient  Dover,  page  39  and  with  the  services  of  a  State  Soil 
Scientist  and  the  Town  Attorney  this  longstanding  issue 
should  be  resolved. 

With  the  encroachment  of  additional  commercial  ven- 
tures, new  houses  and  urban  sprawl  we  must  try  to  preserve 
our  historic  gems  for  future  generations.  I  would  like  to  sug- 
gest combining  the  Conservation  Commission  with  the  His- 
toric Commission  into  one  body  to  make  both  more  effective.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SEWER  COMMISSION 

The  Sewer  Commission  has  been  able  to  complete  con- 
nection of  every  eligible  user  during  1 984.  Under  State  Statute 
each  business  within  the  area  of  the  waste  water  disposal 
system  could  have  been  mandated  to  connect  to  it  within  six 
months  of  its  completion. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  many  onsite  systems  had  been  com- 
pleted only  a  short  time  prior  to  the  construction  of  the  new 
municipal  system  the  Commission  opted  to  allow  their  con- 
tinued use  for  a  two  or  three  year  period  or  expansion  of  that 
business  or  industry. 

During  the  year  a  new  three  year  maintenance  and  opera- 
tions contract  was  signed  with  Whitman  &  Howard,  Inc.  for  the 
operation  of  the  Sewer  plant  and  its  connector  system. 

The  system  is  now  treating  in  excess  of  100,000  gallons 
daily  or  about  one  third  of  its  rated  capacity.  Another  100,000 
gallons  of  residential  septage  is  treated  from  homes  in 
Newington  and  Greenland  annually. 

The  Commission  has  recently  received  requests  for  sep- 
tage disposal  from  other  area  communities.  The  Town  of 
Nottingham  has  been  granted  permission  to  have  a  contract 
formulated  for  a  one  year  period. 

A  cost  study  was  requested  from  Whitman  &  Howard  by 
the  Commission  on  septage  disposal  costs.  As  a  result  of  the 
study  fees  for  outside  communities  will  be  increased  to  $60.00 
per  thousand  gallons.  Charges  for  Newington  residents  will 
remain  the  same  at  $15.00  per  thousand. 

The  Commission  also  intends  to  utilize  the  new  Town 
computer  system  for  sewer  use  and  betterment  billings  during 
the  coming  year 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  other  members  of  the  Commis- 
sion, Whitman  and  Howard  and  other  Town  officials  for  their 
kind  help  and  assistance  during  1984.

April  25,  1984,  a  request  from  Mr  &  Mrs.  Leonard  Thomas 
for  permission  to  place  a  mobile  home  on  their  property  on 
Newington  Road.  Board  found  that  two  dwellings  per  lot 
would  be  in  violation  of  the  intent  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance 
and  denied  request. 

April  25, 1984,  a  request  by  Custom  Pools  to  construct  an 
office  building  on  an  undeveloped  lot  on  River  Road.  Board 
granted  required  variances  but  stipulated  that  variance 
would  expire  if  substantial  construction  had  not  com- 
mended within  three  years  of  the  date  granted. 

July  2, 1 984,  a  request  by  Rev.  Thomas  Hourihan  to  convert 
the  former  Gemler  property  to  two  family.  Board  voted  to 
approve. 

August  13, 1984,  a  request  by  Richard  Hallettowner  of  the 
Cash  &  Carry  Building,  Gosling  Road,  to  connect  Muirs 
Kitchen  Center  and  Clearys  Cleaners  to  create  additional 
retail  space.  Board  voted  that  proposal  would  improve  the 
appearance  that  adequate  parking  could  be  provided  and 
voted  to  approve.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

This  year  you  are  asked  to  vote  on  four  amendments  to 
the  Zoning  Ordinance. 

A  brief  explanation  of  each  follows: 
Amendment  1 ,  refers  to  an  extension  of  the  Waterfront  Indus- 
trial Zone  which  presently  encompasses  only  a  narrow  strip  of 
land  northerly  of  Patterson  Lane,  between  the  railroad  tracks 
and  the  shore  line,  not  enough  for  the  construction  of  a 
substantial  industrial  complex. 

Our  Waterfront  Industrial  Zone  is  unique  in  the  State  and 
may  be  the  only  undeveloped  area  in  northern  New  England 
near  a  deep  water  channel,  capable  of  accomodating  the 
larger  ocean  going  ships,  adjacent  to  rail  siding  and  super- 
highways north  and  south.  It  is  reserved  for  those  industries 
that  depend  on  the  sea  for  transport  or  resources.  The  federal 
Government  has  spent  over  $20  million  in  deepening  and 
maintaining  the  channel  and  installation  of  the  buoyage  sys- 
tem. Extension  of  the  land  area  is  intended  to  make  maximum 
use  of  our  unique  resource. 

Amendment  2,  relative  to  widening  the  present  buffer  zone 
between  the  Residential  Zone  and  the  proposed  extension  of 
the  Waterfront  Industrial  Zone  simply  gives  more  environmen- 
tal protection  to  the  present  residents.  We  should  be  for- 
warned,  however,  that  if  the  Town  is  ultimately  forced  by  the 
courts  to  provide  multiple  unit  housing  for  low  and  moderate 
income  people,  that  area  should  receive  first  consideration, 
being  near  the  sewer  line  and  public  transportation.  We  hope 
this  doesn't  happen. 

Amendment  3,  is  self  explanatory. 

Amendment  4,  is  required  as  protective  measure  so  that  there 
is  no  misunderstanding  on  the  part  of  some  future  developer 
that  the  open  land  opposite  the  Town  Library  is  (a)  in  a  Single 
Family  Residential  Zone,  and  (b)  is  subject  to  all  the  restric- 
tions set  forth  therein.  The  other  Histohc  District  Zone,  which 
is  under  long  term  lease  from  the  State,  is  not  available  for 
development. 
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In  other  business,  the  Board  has  been  kept  busy  with  a 
fairly  constant  flow  of  requests  for  subdivisions  and  review  of 
site  plans  which  appears  to  be  the  wave  of  the  future. 

The  past  year  saw  a  change  of  use  of  the  former  Bruno  & 
Stillman  Yacht  manufacturing  plant  to  a  distribution  center  for 
Federal  Express  and  the  former  McFarland  property  on  Little 
Bay  Road  into  a  twelve  lot  subdivision. 

An  area  of  the  Industrial  Zone  was  changed  to  General 
Business  to  accommodate  a  change  of  use  of  the  Beane  Farm 
for  renovation  by  Country  Curtains  into  a  retail  complex,  and 
approval  of  a  subdivision  on  the  River  Road  for  construction  of 
the  New  Asia  Restaurant.  Other  approved  subdivisions  were 
on  property  acquired  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  Hourihan  for  three 
lots  on  the  former  Gemler  property  on  Nimble  Hill  and  Old 
Post  Roads  and  on  the  Spinney  Farm  for  an  additional  lot  on 
Fox  Point  Road.  Combustion  Engineering  also  subdivided 
land  for  sale  to  another  Industry. 

Work  on  updating  the  Master  Plan  began  last  summer 
with  the  mailing  of  a  questionnaire  to  all  residents,  providing 
an  opportunity  to  state  their  views  on  the  Town's  future.  We 
hope  the  courts  will  allow  us  to  plan  accordingly.

REPORT  OF  FOX  POINT  COMMITTEE 

The  boat  dock  alongside  the  bridge  abutment  on  Fox  Point 
was  constructed  by  a  group  of  residents  with  the  permission 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.

Construction  of  the  dock  and  ramp  helped  to  make  boat 
moorings  off  Fox  Point  a  reality  by  making  access  easier 
(Permission  to  place  a  boat  mooring  must  be  granted  by 
Harbor  Master  John  McCooey  of  Dover). 

During  1985  the  Fox  Point  Committee  recommends  improve- 
ments and  extension  of  the  boat  docks  and  the  adjacent 
parking  lot.  The  Committee  also  requests  Newington  resi- 
dents to  suggest  other  uses  and  improvements  for  Fox  Point.

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REPORT  FROM  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

DANIEL  C.  DURGIN 

This  past  year  has  been  another  busy,  productive  and 
challenging  one.  School  Administrative  Unit  Number  50  (SAU 
#50)  continues  to  upgrade  its  administrative  procedures  and 
academic  offerings  through  the  hard  work  and  dedication  of 
truly  fine  staff.  I  will  give  you  a  brief  overview  of  some  of  the 
current  activities  in  the  paragraphs  that  follow. 

Our  Accountability  Committee  voted  last  year  to  rejoin 
five  other  school  administrative  units  and  conduct  our  ac- 
countability testing  cooperatively.  This  is  accomplished 
through  Seacoast  Educational  Services  (SES),  a  collaborative 
involving  six  SAU's  containing  approximately  twenty-seven 
separate  school  districts.  We  had  previously  used  the  SES  test 
until  1983  when  we  began  using  the  California  Achievement 
Test  (CAT),  a  standardized  achievement  test  which  already 
was  the  backbone  of  our  regular  testing  program.  This  return 
to  the  SES  test  was  prompted  by  a  belief  that  it  gives  more 
clearly  defined  data  for  this  particular  purpose.  Also,  and 
perhaps  most  importantly,  we  can  work  cooperatively  with  the 
other  districts  in  upgrading  the  test,  analyzing  the  results,  and 
designing  steps  to  address  the  problem  areas.  A  report  of  our 
accountability  effort  is  contained  elsewhere  in  this  book. 

As  reported  last  year,  improving  students'  ability  to 
problem  solve  and  think  critically  is  one  of  our  primary  goals. 
Our  Staff  Development  Committee  (responsible  for  providing 
and  designing  in-service  training  opportunities  for  staff) 
identified  its  main  objective  this  year  as  instructing  teachers  in 
methods  of  developing  students'  problem  solving  and  critical 
thinking  skills.  A  workshop  on  this  topic  was  presented  in 
October  and  another  session  on  the  same  matter  will  be 
offered  in  April. 

Last  fall  the  superintendent  appointed  a  committee 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of  assessing  and  reviewing  our 
staff  evaluation  process,  and  making  appropriate  recom- 
mendations to  the  superintendent  and  school  boards.  Serving 
on  the  committee  are  teachers,  administrators,  a  school  board 
member,  a  parent,  and  an  individual  from  private  industry.  We 
do  a  good  deal  of  our  work  through  committees  and  the 
process  is  not  unique.  What  sets  this  committee  apart  from 
others  is  the  specific  inclusion  of  a  representative  from  private 
industry.  Increasingly,  public  schools  and  the  business  com- 
munity are  joining  together  for  mutual  benefit.  Believing  that 
we  can  learn  from  the  evaluation  methods  employed  in 
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industry,  Ted  Papoutsy,  a  retired  executive  from  New  Castle, 
was  asked  to  serve  on  the  committee.  We  are  grateful  that  he 
has  done  so  and  we  are  indebted  to  him  for  his  enthusiasm, 
commitment,  and  knowledge. 

This  year,  SAD  #50  schools  will  be  participating  in  the 
Presidential  Academic  Fitness  Awards  Program  sponsored 
by  the  United  States  Department  of  Education  and  strongly 
endorsed  by  the  President.  Students  in  the  exit  (top)  grade  in 
each  school  will  be  recognized  at  the  close  of  the  year.  Criteria 
used  to  determine  award  recipients  are  the  attainment  of  a  B+ 
average  and  a  score  at  or  above  the  eightieth  percentile  in  a 
standardized  achievement  test.  As  previously  mentioned,  the 
California  Achievement  Test  is  used  in  SAD  #50.  Also,  school 
staff  are  permitted  to  select  a  small  number  of  students  for  the 
award  who  have  performed  academically  in  an  exemplary 
manner  but  who,  for  defined  reasons,  did  not  meet  the  criteria. 
These  "extraordinary  effort"  awards  may  not  exceed  ten 
percent  of  the  awards  made  under  the  established  criteria. 

An  academic  milestone  occurred  this  past  September 
when  each  of  our  four  disthcts  started  school  with  a  formal 
kindergarten  in  place.  Last  March  (1984)  the  voters  in  Rye  and 
Greenland  were  presented  with  a  warrant  article  at  the  annual 
school  district  meeting  asking  their  position  on  a  kindergarten 
program.  Although  Greenland's  initial  vote  was  very  close 
leading  to  some  confusion  and  a  second  meeting,  both  towns 
approved  the  program  by  significant  margins.  Newington  has 
had  a  kindergarten  program  for  some  time  and  New  Castle 
began  its  program  two  years  ago.  Since  both  Greenland  and 
Rye  were  searching  for  kindergarten  teachers,  the  two 
conducted  a  joint  search/interview  process  and  each  came  up 
with  an  outstanding  person. 

That  cooperative  effort  is  symbolic  of  the  close  relation- 
ship that  exists  among  the  four  districts.  One  of  our  top 
priohties  five  years  ago  was  to  bring  the  districts  more  closely 
together  into  a  cooperating  unit  for  the  mutual  benefit  of  all.  A 
close  professional  relationship  has  developed  among  the 
principals  and  a  great  deal  of  sharing  of  ideas  and  problems, 
as  well  as  general  support  occurs  at  that  level. 

Computers  seem  to  be  finding  their  proper  place  in  pub- 
lic education  and  the  fervor  to  place  a  computer  before  every 
child,  which  gripped  education  a  short  few  years  ago,  has 
given  way  to  a  more  sensible  and  balanced  approach  to 
computer  instruction.  Education  has  a  great  affinity  for 
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grasping  a  new  trend  and  rushing  headlong  with  it.  I  am 
pleased  to  say  our  school  boards  and  staff  approached  the 
matter  much  more  cautiously  allowing  us  to  develop  our 
program  while  keeping  a  balanced  perspective  in  terms  of  our 
basic  subjects. 

Finally,  each  district  is  presently  involved  in  a  goal  setting 
process.  Committees  in  each  district  have  been  formed  to 
decide  on  the  priorities  to  which  schools  should  address 
themselves.  The  committees  are  comprised  of  citizens  from 
the  community,  teachers,  a  principal,  and  a  school  board 
member  Each  committee  is  expected  to  bring  its  recommen- 
dations to  the  superintendent  and,  in  turn,  the  respective 
school  boards  for  their  ultimate  approval.  Oncethe  goals  have 
received  school  board  approval,  they  will  set  the  broad  course 
which  the  school  will  pursue. 

I  close  this  report  as  I  did  last  year  asking,  on  behalf  of  all 
our  staff,  for  your  support  and  assistance  at  all  times,  and  your 
praise  and  constructive  criticism  whenever  appropriate. 
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SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

Dear  Residents  of  Newington: 

In  examining  the  calendar  year  of  1984,  I  would  suggest 
that  it  was  punctuated  by  numerous  successes  and  relatively 
few  disappointments.  As  a  school  family,  we  continued  to 
implement  policies  and  practices  aimed  at  fostering  maxi- 
mum growth  for  each  child. 

For  us,  this  achievement  was  best  approached  through 
our  integrated  curriculum  which  meant  a  greater  commitment 
to  fitting  learning  to  the  individual  rather  than  vice  versa.  The 
emphasis  appeared  to  work  since  the  children  again  demon- 
strated test  scores  above  the  national  norm.  Previously  noted 
deficiencies  in  'thinking  skills"  of  learning  also  improved  in  the 
last  cycle.  Credit  for  the  positive  results  can  be  attributed  to 
the  balanced  programs  offered  by  the  teachers. 

Working  with  the  local  media,  the  staff  and  children  coor- 
dinated a  series  of  creative  and  imaginative  stories  about  their 
school  lives.  As  a  result,  more  individuals  throughout  the  area 
became  acquainted  with  your  school.  The  resumption  of 
school  plays  also  helped  to  focus  additional  attention  upon 
our  school  community  while  concurrently  serving  as  a  forum 
for  the  youngsters  to  exhibit  their  abilities  in  communication, 
self  awareness,  cooperation,  and  social  adroitness. 

Your  direct  or  representative  involvement  through  the 
School  Board  on  substantive  issues  such  as  the  continuation 
of  the  all-day  kindergarten,  realignment  of  the  grades,  the 
hiring  of  a  fourth  teacher  for  the  five  year  olds  leaves  no  doubt 
as  to  your  commitment  to  this  developmental  process. 
Beyond  your  effort,  we  received  a  considerable  amount  of 
interagency  support  and  assistance  from  the  municipality. 

Functions  like  "open  house",  "back  to  school  nights",  and 
volunteer  solicitations  for  a  myriad  of  activities  were  greeted 
with  enthusiasm  and  interest.  Attendance  at  parent  conferen- 
ces and  responses  to  teacher  notes,  telephone  calls,  and 
impromptu  sessions  reaffirms  that  Newington  parents  as  well 
as  the  community  at  large  are  interested  in  an  educational 
relationship  built  around  collaboration  and  not  displacement. 

As  in  the  past,  experiential  excursions  played  a  signifi- 
cant role  in  expanding  the  childrens'  horizons.  Included  in 
these  escapades  were  visits  to  local  farms,  nature  walks, 
museums,  and  theater  performances.  Probably  best  remem- 
bered will  be  the  week  long  stay  by  the  fifth  and  sixth  graders 
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at  the  Environmental  Camp  in  Maine.  Once  again,  pulling 
together  for  a  common  goal  was  very  evident  as  parents, 
students,  teachers,  and  board  members  diligently  scurried 
about  to  raise  the  necessary  funds. 

Offering  the  children  magical  journeys  while  never  leav- 
ing ones  immediate  environment  remained  the  focal  point  of 
the  bimonthly  trips  to  the  Langdon  Library.  Thanks  to  a 
generous  contribution  by  the  Library  Trustees,  we  were  able 
to  add  several  software  programs  to  our  computer  resource 
bank. 

Speaking  of  computers,  we  have  had  a  temporary  set- 
back on  outfitting  a  second  classroom.  However,  we  expect 
the  situation  to  be  rectified  shortly.  Despite  this,  the  interme- 
diate grades  worked  out  a  schedule  of  exchange  affording 
maximum  use  of  the  one  computer.  Basic  programming,  drill 
and  practice,  and  story  writing  were  the  main  uses  of  the 
medium. 

Registering  fifteen  five  year  olds  in  the  Spring  certainly 
changed  the  complexion  of  the  student  body.  For  one  thing, 
this  group  represents  the  largest  single  enrollment  in  quite 
some  time.  Additionally,  it  appears  to  signify  an  upswing  in  the 
school's  census  projections  for  the  future.  When  combined 
with  the  children  in  the  first  and  second  grades,  we  find  that 
together  they  account  for  nearly  sixty-five  per  cent  of  the  total 
in  the  school. 

The  special  education  component  was  quite  busy  through- 
out the  year  attending  to  diagnostic  assessements  with  sub- 
sequent recommendations.  Through  the  process,  we  identi- 
fied several  youngsters  who  needed  that  extra  boost,  as  well 
as  discharging  others.  Because  we  were  adequately  staffed 
and  the  problems  were  within  their  expertise,  the  assistance 
came  from  the  resources  provided  by  the  Unit  and  District. 
One  exception  to  this  was  the  need  to  contract  the  services  of 
a  speech  therapist  for  two  hours  a  week.  When  considering 
the  history  of  this  mandate  as  far  as  financially  strapping 
communities,  we  indeed  have  been  fortunate  in  being  able  to 
remediate  most  disabilities  with  our  very  competent  staff. 

No  doubt  as  you  read  this  report  you'll  wonder  why 
certain  items  were  not  mentioned.  For  that  matter,  so  will  I. 
However,  let  me  assure  you  that  we  appreciate  all  the  contribu- 
tions made  in  whatever  capacity  by  each  of  you — especially 
the  kids.  Together  we  are  building  a  school  environment  that 
represents  substance,  process,  and  commitment  to  the  child- 
ren, parents,  and  community.

ACCOUNTABILITY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

As  we  continue  to  plot  the  curriculum  for  our  students 
and  measure  their  progress,  the  Accountability  Committee 
has  begun  to  use  a  different  type  of  testing.  In  the  fall  of  1984 
the  students  in  grades  5  and  8  were  given  a  criteria-referenced 
test  called  SCORE.  In  this  type  of  test  the  score  is  based  on  the 
actual  number  of  correct  answers;  that  is,  a  score  of  80% 
means  that  the  student  answered  80%  of  the  items  correctly. 
This  score  of  80%  would  indicate  that  the  student  has 
achieved  mastery  of  the  subject.  In  previous  years  we  have 
used  the  California  Achievement  Test  to  measure  account- 
ability. In  this  type  of  test  a  score  of  80%  means  that  80%  of  the 
students  in  the  country  scored  lower  on  the  test.  The  score  in 
no  way  reflects  actual  mastery  of  the  subject. 

We  are  happy  to  report  our  unit  scores  in  the  new  test  for 
the  fall  of  1984:

As  you  can  see,  the  total  language  scores,  which  include 
reading,  spelling  and  language  skills,  are  above  the  80%  mas- 
tery level  and  the  math  scores  are  slightly  below. 

In  math  all  aspects  of  division  (whole  numbers,  fractions, 
decimals,  and  word  problems)  and  subtraction  and  multiplica- 
tion of  fractions  appear  to  need  work.  Other  basic  operations, 
including  word  problems,  appear  to  be  much  improved  over 
last  year  High  scores  were  also  received  in  capitalization  and 
punctuation  as  well  as  in  some  higher  level  reading  skills  such 
as  understanding  characters'  reasons  and  figures  of  speech. 
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General  areas  that  appear  to  need  strengthening  include  ref- 
erence skills,  use  of  the  dictionary,  understanding  the  implied 
meaning  of  a  passage,  and  distinguishing  between  fact  and 
opinion. 

Detailed  analysis  will  be  made  by  the  math  curriculum 
committee  and  the  language  arts  curriculum  committee  to 
pinpoint  areas  of  weakness.  We  hope  to  bring  the  math  scores 
up  to  80%  level  by  the  fall  of  1986  and  to  strengthen  the 
language  arts  scores  each  year 

Anotheraspectof  our  accountability  testing  is  the  Writing 
Sample  for  grade  8.  This  is  a  regional  testing  program  admin- 
istered by  the  Seacoast  Educational  Services  in  which  essays/- 
stories  from  our  8th  graders  are  holistically  scored  along  with 
papers  from  other  seacoast  towns.  (Holistic  scoring  or  evalua- 
tion involves  reading  a  piece  or  writing  quickly  to  gain  an 
impression  of  the  whole  rather  than  to  note  details  or  make 
corrections.)  It  differs  from  other  types  of  writing  assessment 
because  it  is  a  team  activity.  Trained  teachers  use  a  1 ,2,3,4,  or  X 
scale  for  ranking  papers.  One  equals  low,  fourequals  high  and 
an  X  indicates  that  a  paper  was  not  applicable  or  no  attempt 
was  made  to  generate  a  sample.  The  scores  of  the  two  evalua- 
tors  are  added  together  Therefore,  the  highest  possible  total 
score  is  8.  (This  score  was  then  averaged  to  the  original 
analytic  scoring  scale  of  1-4.)  A  general  evaluation  of 
strengths  and  weaknesses  is  made  and  our  towns  are  graphed 
to  show  how  we  compare  to  others  in  the  region.  The  1984 
writing  sample  showed  an  observable  improvement  in  writing 
effectively,  particularly  in  mechanics,  length,  and  use  of 
details.  Areas  which  need  work  throughout  the  region  include 
spelling,  paragraphing,  and  writing  good  endings.  The  lan- 
guage arts  curriculum  committee  will  deal  with  these  specif- 
ics. It  is  interesting  to  note  that  spelling  again  appears  to  be  a 
major  weakness.  It  is  clearly  an  area  which  must  be  addressed 
by  our  committee.

I  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  and 
the  individual  fund  financial  statements  of  the  Newington 
School  District  as  of  and  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1984,  as  listed  in  the  foregoing  table  of  contents.  My  examina- 
tion was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  audit- 
ing standards  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the 
accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we 
considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  described  in  Note  1  B,  the  combined  financial  state- 
ments referred  to  above  do  not  include  financial  statements  of 
the  General  Fixed  Asset  group  of  accounts,  which  should  be 
included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles. 

In  my  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed 
Asset  Group  of  accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presenta- 
tion as  explai-ned  in  the  above  paragraph,  the  combined  finan- 
cial statements  and  the  individual  fund  financial  statements 
referred  to  above  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the 
Newington  School  District  at  June  30, 1984,  and  the  results  of 
its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis 
consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year 

My  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an 
opinion  of  the  combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole 
and  on  the  individual  fund  and  account  group  financial  state- 
ments. The  accompanying  financial  information  listed  as 
supplemental  schedules  in  the  table  of  contents  is  presented 
for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  is  not  a  required  part  of 
the  combined  financial  statements  of  the  Newington  School 
District.

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REPORT  FROM  THE 
NEWINGTON  SCHOOL  BOARD 

After  2  years  of  investigating  declining  enrollment  op- 
tions for  our  elementary  school,  the  Newington  School  Board 
must  now  plan  for  increased  enrollment  in  the  primary  grades. 
For  example,  the  full  day  kindergarten  is  now  a  separate  class, 
needing  an  additional  teacher  The  school  census  data  indi- 
cates the  growing  enrollment  will  continue. 

About  50  Newington  students  are  tuitioned  to  Ports- 
mouth Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools.  The  School  Board 
monitors  the  programs,  the  activities  and  the  success  of  our 
students  at  those  places.  We  expect  quality  education  for  our 
tuition. 

The  excellent  elementary  school  program  is  thriving  as  a 
result  of  dedicated  staff  and  generous  volunteer  help  from 
parents.  Flag  Day,  the  Christmas  performance  and  the  envir- 
onmental camp  were  fine  examples  of  this  cooperative  effort. 
Thank  you  all. 

This  year  much  has  been  accomplished  for  our  students, 
but  much  remains  to  be  done.  Creating  a  balance  between 
economic  feasibility  and  quality  education  is  a  constant  task 
for  a  School  Board.  We  reexamine  all  services  such  as  trans- 
portation, staff,  maintenance,  kindergarten  to  be  certain  the 
program  is  effective  and  essential.  Because  of  uncertain  state 
and  federal  revenues  for  required  programs,  this  Board  has 
not  included  these  revenues  in  the  budget.  Until  this  year, 
Newington  has  been  fortunate  in  that  funds  are  returned  to  the 
town  and  the  school  represents  about  27%  of  the  tax  rate.  We 
welcome  the  interest  of  all,  residents  and  parents,  to  support 
us  in  maintaining  a  sound  budget  and  in  offering  a  fine  educa- 
tional program. 

The  best  local  control  of  education  is  to  be  informed  and 
to  participate.  This  year  in  the  State  Legislature  funding  issues 
will  concern  special  and  handicapped  education  and  a  new 
funding  formula.  Other  concerns  include  state-wide  testing  in 
grades  4,  7,  and  11,  the  new  high  school  graduation  require- 
ments and  new  state  minimum  standards.  All  of  these  propos- 
als affect  the  school  program  for  all  of  our  students.  Many  of 
these  proposals  will  have  escalating  costs  with  more  local 
fiscal  responsibility. 

We  appreciate  your  support  of  our  school  program  and 
we  invite  you  to  join  us  as  we  deliberate  current  educational 
issues.
